I have received a letter from my friend 


who lives in Harpoot, Turkey. He is a 
country man, who has gone. to the city to 
obtain an education. He received word 
from the country or village where lie be- 
longs, that the Turks and Kurds nsnde an 
attack on the village, 'Nov. 11) at 3.30 
p.. in., and killed MS men, 19 women and 
13 children. They pillaged the property 
and destroyed the village,. A few of the' 
inhabitants fled to the mountains. 


"But my friend," continues, the corre- 


spondent in Turkey, "those who fled to 
the mountains no doubt will freeze to 
death as it is extremely cold 
there. 


Those who survive the cold will surely 
die from starvation. So my friend I do 
not know whether my folks or.your folks 
were killed or tied to the mountains. My 
friend you can imagine how cold it fs 
when I could hardly hold the pen to write 
these fnw lines. I close the letter with 
much love, dear sir.

ped, arid that they arn in retreat.

Gomez and Maeeo were really retreating, 
the gc-vermncnt would not--be - slow in 
making public every item of news obtain- 
able 
concerning this 
feature of tho 


hitherto triumphant march of the Insur- 
gents from, the provincc..of Pueirto Prin- 
cipe, through the province of Santa Clara, 
into the province of Habana, in spite of 
the numerous columns of Spanish troops 
in the territory traversed. 


The last news of the movements of tho 


Spanish columns was that they were head- 
ing for Guanabnna, the last headquarters 
evacuated by Campos, situated not far 
from Matanzas.

The fact Is that so many annonucementa 


of the defeat and retreat of the insurgents 
have been made, that it will require strong 
confirmation to make anyone believe that 
such is-an actual fact. When, the insur- 
gents first entered the province of Santa 
Clara, it was announced that they had 
been defeated with great loss and had.re- 
treated across tho border. Buc the next 
news received from, the frontier was that 
the Cuban army were threatening Pla- 
cetas, more than half way between tho 
border and the capital of Santa Clara, and 
since then they have apparently pushed 
onward with little or no interruption. 


Campos Kept Moving. 


On the other hand, Campos has actually 


retreated from Santa Clara To .Cienfuegos, 
Pahnillas, Colon, Jovellanos, Linionare, 
Guauabana, Matanzas, and, finally, tp 
Habana. There is no denying this, for 
Campos is now in Habaua. 


The absence of news of the movements 


of the insurgents is causing some anxiety 
amonpr their friends here, but they claim 
Gomez and Maceo are in possession of tlie 
railroad and telegraph wires,-and that it 
was with difficulty that Campos succeeded 
in reaching Habaua Christmas night. Be 
that as it may, the only news obtainable 
is that furnished by rumor, and if the 
authorities arc in possession of any ad- 
ditional facts, all such matter is carefully 
suppressed. 


In the meantime, active preparations 


are beintr made hero for the defense of the 
oity, and for forwarding to the front all 
the troops which can be spared. 
It is-unr 


derstood that the Spanish columns in the 
rear of tho insurgent army have been or- 
dered to concentrate as quickly as possible 
about the frontier of Matanzas, and that 
every effort is to bo made to prevent the 
retreat of the Cubans into.Santa Clara.

Gomez 'and Maceo may havo 10,GOO.ii'icn 
with them, as they are known to have, 
been joined by largo numbers of adherents 
since they'entered the • province- of ilatau- 
zas. Tho insurgents have also boon plenti- 
fully supplied with ammunition, said to 
have beeu stored for their use at different 
points and accumulated and hidden for 
months past. 


In order to enable as many troops ;is 


possible to be sent to the front, all tho 
marines and sailors who could bo spared 
from the- Spanish fleet have been landed, 
and the former are now doing duty as -ar- 
tillery men wherever their services are 
needed. All the volunteers available are 
under arms, and every male inhabitant 
capable of doing active service or of find- 
ing somebody else to do it for him has 
been or is being called on to bear arms. 


A conservative estimate of the force at 


tho disposal hens o( General Campos has 
been, made and it is estimated t-hat he has 
20,000 regulars'and about 40,000 volunteers 
with which to meet the insurgent army. 
But the Spanish .regulars and volunteers 
nro scattered over a large expanse of forts 
and fortifications, composing the defenses

I through the many Spanish columns, said to 
'number from 40,000 to 80,000 men, in tho 
provinces of Santa Clara and Matanzas, 
is talien into consideration, there is somo 
justification for the belief of the frieiuls of 
the insurgent cause that, it will not bo 
long before^ Gomez and Maeeo are outside 
of Habana.

There Is an air of hurry-and anxiety 
about the different headquarters here 
which does not seem to indicate that the 
supreme authorities are in any way sat- 
isfied that the insurgents are retreating, 
and if military activity goes for anything, 
tho most determined efforts are being 
made to prevent a surprise. 


The insurgents, when last heard from, 


were well to the westward of Matanzas, 
and threatening to capture the railroad 
lines. Shortly afterward, all news from 
the front was suddenly shut oil, and a few 
hours later Campos arrived here, after 
having been driven from town to town by 
tho ".victorious insurgents.

Ger- 
many has no colonies in America, and 
never will have. 


"But Germany has very extensive com- 


mercial interests in America and will not 
risk them to support England and pul 
chestnuts out of the fire for that'selfish 
cation. I hardly believe that England 
will gain the support of any European 
nation. 
Austria, Italy, Denmark, Scan- 


dinavia, the Netherlands, Belgium and 
Portugal have no interest to give such 
support. 


"Spain Is too weak, and France, the old 


enemy of England, will not do it, and 
Kussla.would be only too glad to seo Eng- 
land in trouble, because then might arise 
the chance for Bussia to force a way to the 
Bosphorus and India. England, through 
her selfish policy, has today no friends in 
Europe, and Is practically isolated. 


.England Will Hack Down. 


"I think there will be no war. 
England 


will be wise and back down, because she 
wunot risk a war with" tho United States. 
England is.not so strong .as she always 
boosts to be. Her soldiers are not such 
"Heroes as .the London News and Graphic 
depict them on paper. England Is stroug 
and aggressive only against weak nations. 
Her soldiers are victorious only against 
poor barbarians, who are not in possession 
of Maxim and Galling guns. 


"A nation with a powerful army would 


not have given up Nubia and General 
Gordon so shamefully as England did a 
fewyears ago. That English soldlersever 
could fight » good drilled army like that 
of Prussia I never could believe, .bocivuse 
the English soldiers lack drill and eicr- 
oiso. Lust year I traveled through Can- 
ada, whera I visited the fortress of Quebec.

It is estimated that the Boston Herring

The entrance to the newly discovered

are being made here for the defense of the 
city, and for forwarding to the front all 
the troops which can be spared.
